SiLVEK  Coin — New  Law  Psopobed. — 
The  following  is  a correct  synopsis  of 
the  bill  on  this  subject,  recently  reported 
in  the  U.  S.  Senate,  by  Mr,  Hunter,  from 
the  Fiance  committee.  The  telegraphic 
notice  published  a few  days  ago  was  full 
of  blunders: 

The  bill  provides  that  from  and  after 
the  1st  of  June,  1852,  the  weight  of  the 
half  dollars  is  to  be  192  grains;  and  the 
quater  dollars,  dimes,  and  half  dimes, 
shall  be  respectively  one-half,  opc-fifth, 
and  onc-tength  of  the  weight  of  a half 
dollar;  which  coin  is  made  a legal  ten- 
der Irt  payment  of  all  sums  not  exceed- 
ing S5,  The  Treasurer  of  the  Mint, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Director^  to 
purchase  such  bullion  as  is  required  for 
the  coinage  with  the  bulUop  of  the  mint. 
Such  coins  to  be  paid  out  at  tlie  mint  in 
exchange  for  gold  coins,  at  par,  in  sums 
of  not  less  than  SIOO.  The  amount 
coined  into  quarter  dollars,  dimes,  and 
half  dimes,  to  be  regulated  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury.  No  deposits  for 
coinage  into  small  pieces  hereafter  to  be 
received  other  than  that  received  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Mint.  Depositors  have 
the  option  of  having  their  gold  or  silver 
cast  into  bars  or  ingots  of  pure  metal  or 
of  standard  fineness,  with  a stamp  desig- 
nating the  same.  No  piece  to  be  cast 
into  bars  of  less  weight  than  ten  ounces, 
except  pieces  of  one,  two,  three,  and  five 
ounces,  all  of  which  shall  be  of  the  stan- 
dard fineness,  with  the  weight  and  fine- 
ness stamped  upon  them.  In  casea 
where  gold  and  silver  deposited  be  coin- 
ed or  cast  into  bars  or  ingots,  to  be  a 
charge  to  the  depositor,  in  addition  to 
the  charge  now  made  for  refining,  of 
one-half  of  one  percent.,  to  be  charged 
to  the  Treasurer.  From  lime  to  time 
there  is  to  be  struck  and  coined  at  the 
mint  and  its  branches,  a coin  of  the  val- 
ue of  $3,  the  shape  and  device  to  be  fix- 
ed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

The  most  casual  reader  of  the  late  im- 
portant news  from  England  could  not 
have  failed  noticing  the  fact  that  Earl 
Derby,  Prime  Minister  of  England,  in  a 
speech  before  Parliament,  presenting 
the  policy  of  the  New  Ministry,  ex- 
pressed a preference  for  the  American 
principle  of  a tariff  to  the  English  doc- 
trine of  free  trade,  in  that  it  is  less 
burdensome  in  practice,  and  more  easily 
defended.  Earl  Derby,  as  Lord  SUnley, 
made  a tour  of  this  country  some  years 
ago,  and  it  ^ems  devoted  a good  deal  of 
attention  to  our  maxima  of  public  poli- 
cy, and  has  profited  by  our  experience 
in  the  practice  of  levying  a tariflT  wi  th 
the  two-fold  view  of  raising  revenue, 
and  affording  incidental  protection  to 
the  manufactures  and  products  of  our 
own  country;  and  that  he  is  desirous  to 
put  England  upon  the  aame  track.

Heavy  Robbery. — The  Panama  Echo

— Timber  cut 
from  the  first  of  September  to  the  mid- 
dle of  December  will  not  sprout  luuch, 
and  the  stumps  will  rot  in  half  the  time 
they  would  if  the  timber  was  cut  at  any 
other  season  of  the  year;  but  if  the 
stumps  are  barked  down  close  to  the 
I ground,  they  will  not  sprout,  no  mat- 
. at  what  time  the  timber  may  be  cut.— > 
The  best  season  for  cutting  rails,  is 
whentney  will  bark  easy;  which  is  du- 
ring May  and  the  beginning  of  June. — 
For  barking  fruit  trees, so  as  to  give  them 
a new  bark  the  beat  time  is  from  the 
20th  to  the  25th  of  June.  If  it  is  done 
carefully,  a new  bark  will  grow  on  al- 
most immediately.  The  operator  must 
be  careful  not  to  rub  the  tree  after  the 
old  bark  is  off,  as  that  will  prevent  the 
new  from  growing.  w.  o.

Peach  on  the  thVM  Stock. — In  the 
spring  of  1649, 1 grafted  several  peach 
scions  on  the  wild  or  native  plum;  one 
of  them  grew,  appears  to  be  ^e.ry  heal- 
thy, has  made  a large  growth,  and  last 
year  produced  peaches.  I think,  how- 
ever, budding  would  succeed  better  than 
grafting,  especially  in  our  cold  region, 
where  the  scions  are  apt  to  be  injured 
by  the  frost.

ASPARAGUS  CULTURE,  &c. 

Many  like  this  delightful  and  healthy 
esculent;  but  the  fewest  number  know 
how  to  cultivate  it.  The  subjoined 
ample  directions  are  from  the  Baltimore 
“American  Farmer,  and  are  commen- 
ded. 

7’xnte  of  Sewing  Seed  to  grow  plants. 
—The  proper  time  fur  sowing  the  seed 
of  this  vegetable,  is  as  early  in  the 
spring  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground, 
and  the  soil  may  be  in  a condition  to  be 
well  worked,  and  put  in  a state  of  per- 
fect pulverization. 

Kind  of  Soil  for  Seed-bed. — A deep 
sandy  loam  is  the  soil  best  adapted  to 
this  purpose,  though  any  soil  in  which 
sand  predominates  will  answer.  As- 
paragus is  emphatically  a plant  that  de- 
lights in  sandy  soils.

ry labor  to  be  bestowed. 

Fall  treatment. — After  the  tops  have 
become  brown  in  the  fall,  cut  them  off, 
and  remove  them  from  the  bed;  then 
digin  a dressing  of  compost  manure, 

I (composed  of  seven  parts  rotten  dung 
and  1 part  ashes)  with  the  times  of  a 
dung-fork  between  the  rows,  taking  care 
not  to  disturb  the  crowns  of  the  plants, 
rake  the  surface,  and  strew  salt  and  ash- 
es over  the  beds. 

Spring  Treatment. — As  soon  as  the 
frost  is  out  of  the  ground,  fork  in  be- 
tween the  rows  about  an  inch  in  depth, 
of  the  compost  recommended  above, 
then  rake,  and  strew  a mixture  of  salt  j 
and  ashes;  in  equal  quantities,  over  the  | 
bed,  freely.  Should  the  weather'  prove 
dry,  the  watering  pot  must  be  often  u- 
sed.  Occasional  waterings,  in  dry 
weather,  with  solutions  of  soot,  as  be- 
fore recommended,  will  greatly  promote

What  ought  to  be  done  to-day,  do  it, 
for  to  morrow  it  may  rain. 

Potted  plants  should  have  fresh  earth 
given  to  them  in  March,  the  earth  shoulh 
be  kept  well  stirred  and  watered  freely. 

Plants  in  blossom  will  be  prolonged 
in  beauty  and  vigor  by  being  shaded 
from  the  noonday  sun;  they  will  like- 
wise be  beiiefitted  by  it  during  other  pe- 
riods of  their  growth. 

Plants  should  be  ashed,  trimmed  and 
trained  as  requited. 

The  beauty  of  many  plants  is  increas- 
ed by  covering  the  earth,  with  finely- 
pulverized  Totton  wood  or  saw  dust.  I 
have  been  told  by  an  English  lady,  that 
^ in  England,  an  old  sturapof  rouon  wood 
was  deemed  quite  an  acquisition  by 
those  who  cultivate  fiowers. 

Seeds  should  be  gathered,  as  they  ri- 
pen. 

Dried  leaves  should  be  removed  from 
plants  as  they  appear. 

Annuals  that  are  done  flowering 
should  be  removed;  they  are  unsightly. 

Plants  should  be  watered  in  dry 
weather,  the  best  time  for  watering  is 
very  early  in  the  morning  in  the  sum- 
mer season — rather  later  in  cooler 
wea  ther. 

Liquid  manure  may  be  applied  occa- 
sionly  to  all  choice  fiowers. 

The  earth  in  a garden  must  be  kept 
light  by  being  stirred  frequently;  it 
must  be  perfectly  free  from  weeds,  and 
raked  smooth.

Beane.— Unless  the  frost  should  con- 
tinue to  hold  the  earth  locked  up,  you 
may  sow  Windsor  beans,  about  the  mid- 
dle of  this  month,  or  as  soon  before,  or 
after,  as,  from  the  absence  of  the  frost 
the  soil  can  be  put  in  good  order.  Pre- 
pare the  ground  as  for  peas,  and  make 
the  drills  2 feet  apart.  To  continue  a 
supply  tbronghout  the  season,  plant  a 
few  TOWS  every  ten  days  throughout  A- 
pril. 

Lettuce. — If  you  have  lettuce  plants, 
set  them  out  as  soon  as  the  soil  is  in  a 
condition  to  be  put  in  thorough  order. 
Sow  seed  at  in  tervals  of  two  weeks 
throughout  the  spring,  to  ensure  a con- 
tinnous  supply  of  crisp  beads  of  let- 
tuce. 

Radishes. — Radish  seed  maybe  sown 
in  open  culture  any  time  after  the  frost 
is  out  of  the  ground  and  the  soil  can 
be  put  in  good  order.  Theyjdelight  in  a 
rich  aand,  and  should  be  manured  with 
well  rotted  manure,  and  receive  a top- 
dresing  of  ashes. 

Strawberries. — Clean  off  your  straw- 
berry beds  and  give  them  a dressing  of 
manure.
